All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  opening  and  ex- 
tending as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  opening  and  extending  of  the  above  described  street  to  be 
made  by  condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a strip  of 
land  eighty  (80)  feet  in  width  from  the  east  line  of  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railroad  to  the  south  line  of  West 
Main  street,  the  south  line  of  which  is  thr^e^feun&red  { 300)  -feet  north 
of  and  parallel  to  the  north  right  of  way  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway.

Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wa yne,  Indiana,  be  or 
be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner 
or  owners  for  said  condemnation  of  property,  or  for  the  payment  of  any 
bond  or  bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such 
property  damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually 
received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property, 
or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to 
pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvements,  assess- 
ment of  property,  collection  o£  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds 
therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all 
amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  by  the  above  described  street  opening  and  extending  being 
situated  in  the  North  Half  of  Sections  9,  10  and  11,  Township  30  North, 
Range  12  East  and  the  South  Half  of  Sections  2,  3 and  4,  Township  30 
North,  Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.
